to postess certain rights, she has not yet 
acquired the moral atrength honestly ‘to 
disc arge her obligations. : 
: This line of reasoning may appear to 
be very unprofitable, and it nay be said 
that, now China has been granted inter- 
national rights, she must be ‘dealt with 
in every Benge as ifshe were a friendly, 
honest, compact-keeping power. At the 
same time, itmust be borne in mind 
that, in offering concessions towards the 
settlement of this’ Blockade Question;

There was something ominous 
about this aspect of affairs, and people began 
“at once toask whether the ex-Ameer 
been found ont in any treachery which 
would render him liable to the supreme 
penelty exacted from so many of his late 
subjects. From various indications in our 
correspondent’s letters it may be gathered 
that, camp opinion is craving some more 
illustrious victims than those who have been 
immolated so far at the Bala Hisear, And 
it was evident that.a good many people 
wero hoping to see the moat iliustrions of all 
possible victimes, led somo morning to the 
. tesffold, From this feeling to the pro- 
-mulgation of @ rumour that the Military 
Commission had recommended Yakoob's 
- exedution, was only a single step. However, 
wo feel tolerable oonfidence,—though the 
nature of the Military Commission’s report 
still remaina confidential,—in predicting 
that tho issue of the presont deliberations, 
_ whatever’ it may turn out, will not be’ the 
tragedy thus anticipated. ' There are people 
whom it is impolitio to hang, whatever they 
do, and circumstances under which it would 
be impolitio to hang anybody; and both 
these considerations forbid the idea in 
Yakoob Khan’s case. Furthermore, what- 
ever record may leap to light, regarding 
efforts to temtpotize, which the ex-Amecr 
‘may have made after the masmncre, it is 
extravagant to suppose that he was tainted 
in ony way with the primary guilt of the out- 
break, Ho probably did weak ond foolish 
things after the catastrophe as well os 
before, and his Jater proceedings might bo 
interpreted aa giving him an ez post facto 
responsibility for what cocurred; but wo 
havo always contended that Yakoob Khan 
wos guiltless of any peng in tho first 
instance that can truly described 
as treachery. ' Hie ime from Cabul 
and his permanent ecclusion at some place 
fer enough from there to put an. impassable 
gulf between him and Russian intrigues of 
the future, is a matter of necessity; bat we 
are glad to feel that there is no reason to 
apprehend the distressing excitement that 
might ultimately be created eyen beyond 
the limite of this Empire, if a step were 
taken that the onemies of Great Britain 
would denounce for ever as cruel and 
vindiotive. 
Lr Yakoob Khan has to be provided for, and

One woutdthink 
there had. been little elee to watch and little 
amusemontin that, The men were known 
as thieves, but the judge: would not bave 
that as.‘ good. enough.” If the ‘accused 
had been prowling ina dark lane it might 
have sufficed ; but really one must draw 
the line somewhere, even for thieves, The 
new Act is well calculated to put down what 
you ‘have something of in Hongkong— 
gambliag, the police have sweeping powers 
over suspected places: and if two men 
make a bet in apublic house, the proprietor 
is liable to a fine, Another branch of the 
“ Fancy” have slready felt the fron’ hand of 
this Act. Not only must no other women 
keep them, but even proprietors who let | 
houses in which they are “ harboured” are 
Hable to heavy penalties. Already sume of 
the“ heads of the. profession” I am. told, 
are off to London: snd other towns south, 
and the subarbs here too are inundated 
with their painted cheeks ; “ anywhere, 
anywhere oat of the’—police boundaries 
of the city eeema to be thvir motto at 
present ;-and the result is that residents in 
quiet country retreats are disgusted and the

Another 
stream of Eastern adventurers. had passed 
through Penang, en route to Bangkok by 
sea, and should: these pioneers meet with 
success, we may depend upon it that they 
will be followed at no lata date by a full 
tide-of Australian miners, Itis said that 
already many subordinate Government 
officials, both in Burmah and at the 
Straits, hava — thelr appointments 
in order to be early in the field. There 
seems little doubt that a discovery of va- 
luable sapphire mines bas been made in 
Siam, as not a few stones of price have 
filtered down to Bangkok lately and thero 
met with ready purchasers, The main 
question Is, however, a8 to whether the 
tind will be likely long to remsin produc 
tivein the face of this sudden influx of 
miners. The Cape diamond fields certain- 
ly continue to yleld profitable returns on 
the whole, but even in that instance there 
are 8 good many judges who predict a gra- 
dual narrowing of the industry owing to 
the exhaustion of the dlamondiferous beds. 
Very similar predictions: were wont to be 
uttered some years ago about the Austra- 
‘ian gold deposits, which nevertheless con- 
tinue to. hold. out without any serious 
diminution in the average yield. In pro- 
cess of time they. will, of course, be ex- 
hausted, and the South African diamond 
fields ‘ave protty sure to meet with the 
same fate. For the time being, however, 
both pay for their working, now that 
machinery {s extensively used in place of 
manual labour, The sapphire: mines of 
Siam may similarly prove worth opening 
up on a large and systematic scale by 
Kuropean capital and enterprise. Ia ‘the
